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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 03/01/2010 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

With respect to claim 13, Applicant argues that Staron fails to teach using a 
remote control device to transmit on-demand a multiplicity of said page of teletext data 
of a displayed television advertisement picture on said active television apparatus from 
said first memory means in said active television apparatus to a second memory means 
in said remote control device; and wherein said television apparatus is a first electronic 
device and wherein said remote control device is a second electronic device (See 
Remarks o page 42, first paragraph). 

Examiner maintains that Staron teaches integrating the teletext memory in the 
remote control device in order to limit the amount of data exchanged between the 
television and the remote control device and also to ensure convenience of use (col. 4, 
II. 3-6). Staron further teaches loading pages following and or preceding user selection 
(col. 4, II. 9-10). Staron's selection triggers downloading of pages following and or 
preceding the selection hence Staron adequately meets "using a remote control device 
to transmit on-demand a multiplicity of said page of teletext data of a displayed 
television advertisement picture on said active television apparatus from said first 
memory means in said active television apparatus to a second memory means in said 
remote control device; and wherein said television apparatus is a first electronic device 
and wherein said remote control device is a second electronic device".
